Analog expansion proposed

WILMINGTON - Analog 
Devices intends to construct a 
twostory, 150,000 square foot 
building on their 42acre site to 
replace the now demolished H.B. 
Fuller building. Their statement 
of “no current plans to develop 
the area” during a recent Fuller 
building demolition hearing with 
the Conservation Commission has 
long been forgotten. 

To help meet their expansion 
needs, Analog has decided to con- 
struct a multipurpose building. 
This new building will house 
offices and a research and devel- 
opment facility. The new facility 
will mimic the operations in 
“Building One” currently at the 
site, which include research and 


development in “dry labs” which 
are electrical benchtest areas. 

“They demolished the HB 
Fuller building and the new build- 
ing is going up just south of their 
{main] building,” said Mr. Keeley. 
He said that it will be located 
closer to Analog’s property rather 
than the Fuller building’s old 
footprint. 

Analog’s design incorporates 
sewer access from a trunk line in 
Woburn Street. The development 
firm, Symmes, Maini & McKee 
Associates, indicates that the line 
will be adequate to serve the 
needs of the new building. The 
firm also indicated that all leaks, 
manhole and invert problems 
have been corrected.

Before running and acquiring a seat 
in the House of Representatives in 
1977, Miceli served one term on the 
Wilmington Planning Board and 
four consecutive terms onthe town’s 
Board of Selectmen.

there.” 

It'll all be a far cry from what 
Rooney has known since he 
entered the field of law enforce- 
ment after a globe-trotting stint 
in the United States Army ended 
in 1966. 

When Rooney was 22 years old 
he ran into Jay Palmer, a long- 
time friend of his family and 
sergeant with the Wilmington 
Police Department. Sergeant 
Palmer, who was six or seven 
years older than Rooney, would 
prove to be one of the most influ- 
ential individuals in the young, 
tuture-policeman’s life 

“If it were not for Jay, I would 
not have become a police officer,” 
c Rooney. “If it were not for 
Sergeant Jay Palmer, I would not 
be a police sergeant. Jay had 
always been trying to get me 
involved with the police depart- 
ment. He was the one who talked 
me into taking the entrance exam 
and following through on it.” 

In 1968 Rooney joined the local 
police department as a special 
police officer. A few years later 
he was appointed to the position 
of a regular cop. In 1979, after 
being prompted by Palmer to take 
the required'exam, Rooney was 
promoted to the rank of sergeant. 

“Jay Palmer was, in my opin- 
ion, the epitome of a patrol super- 
visor,” says Rooney about the 
man who most directly influenced 
his professional life. “The man 
was all police officer, and he was 
good.” 

And what does Rooney's 
Deputy Chief have to say about 
Rooney? 

“Sergeant Rooney has done a 
good job,” says Deputy Chief of 
Police Bernard Nally. “He’s been 
quite dependable. We certainly 
wish him luck on his retirement 
and political career.” 

What has Rooney found to be 


most satisfying in his years of 
protecting and serving his home- 
town community? 

Replies Rooney, “Actually, it's 
interesting because the very 
thing that I found rewarding 
about my job has actually 
become the catalyst that has 
made me decide to finally retire 
In the beginning it was really sat- 
isfying to be able to go to people's 
homes and help them with their 
domestic problems. Some of the 
situations would be hairy and 
touchy, and not everybody would 
be happy with the outcome 
because I may have had to take 
somebody back to the station 
with me. Back then, though, 
everybody knew everybody, and if 
I didn’t know them, they at least 
knew me.” 

Continues Rooney, “Then at 
one point, the law changed. 
Because of the level of domestic 
abuse that has taken place over 
the last few years, a police officer 
who now goes out and answers 
these domestic calls has to follow 
certain guidelines. If a police 
officer does not go by every word 
of that guideline, then they them- 
selves become subject to all sorts 
of problems, such as civil suits 
and everything else. They're no 
longer covered under the code of 
the law. If a police officer does 
something wrong, then he does so 
at his own peril.” 

Concludes Rooney, “These 
days, you can’t go into a domestic 
situation with the same flexibility 
with the people involved, the 
same give-and-take. It doesn't 
matter if the person you're deal- 
ing with is a relative or a friend 
or just somebody that you've 
known for years and years. You 
can’t do that under the law today. 
You don't have that option. You 
often just have to tell people, 
‘Look, I’m sorry, but this is some- 
thing that I have to do.”

Is a third 
gig as Selectman on his list of 
things to do to keep himself busy 
during his retirement? 

“At this point in time, yes,” 
answers Selectman Rooney. “But 
who knows what will happen 
tomorrow? Having lived in 
Wilmington for all of my 57 years, 
I've seen lots of changes in town. 
In my opinion, those changes 
have been for the better. I'd like 
to think that I’ve had some input 
in all of that.” 

In other words, it seems at pre- 
sent time that Rooney is not 
ready to relinquish his seat on the 
Board of Selectmen to anyone 
seeking to take his place. As far 
as the police department goes, 
though, he has a positive, confi- 
dent take on the-generation of 
officers following him. 

“We have an excellent number 
of young police officers out there 
who are doing a great job,” 
enthuses Rooney. “They're con- 
scientious and they're educated.

Putting things in order 


WILMINGTON - During the loss 
of elderly spouse or elderly parent, 
itisa very difficult and overwhelm- 
ing time not only emotionally, but 
also trying to make sure all impor- 
tant issues are put in order. Many 
people do not know what to do when 
someone receiving Social Security 
benefits dies and, as a result, may 
risk losing benefits or incurring 
overpayment of benefits, accord- 
ing to Thomas M. Abbott, Social 
Security Manager in Lowell. “There 
are certain steps you need to take to 
insure that benefits are stopped in 
a timely manner, that survivors 
benefits are applied for if neces- 
sary, and that the lump sum death 
payment is paid,” Abbott said. 

A family member or other per- 
son responsible for beneficiary’s 
affairs should do the following: 

*Promptly notify Social Secu- 
rity of the death by calling toll free 
at 1-800-772-1213. 

*If monthly benefits are being 
paid via direct deposit, notify the

The Epilepsy Foundation issues 
swiming guidelines 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - Although 
a study of drowning accidents 
among people with epilepsy con- 
firms that seizures in the water can 
be deadly, the Epilepsy Foundation 
says that people with epilepsy can 
safely enjoy water activities if they 
“take a few simple precautions. The 
Foundation issued the alert recently 
as a Memorial Day reminder, the 
beginning of the peak season for 
swimming and other water activi- 
“tes. 
The study of drowning incidents, 
“conducted in Florida, includes 2381 
drowning deaths reported in that 
state between 1992 and 1997 
, (Epilepsia, Vol. 40, Supplement 7, 
December 1999). Of these, 58 or 2.4 
\ percent were reported as seizure- 
related. The highest number of sei- 
zure-related drowning fatalities 
occurred in the 25 to 34 age group. 
To help prevent drowning and 
other avoidable accidents in the 
water, the Epilepsy Foundation of- 
fers guidelines for safe swimming 
for people who experience seizures. 
“Contrary to what some may be- 
lieve, most people with seizures 
can participate in swimming, boat- 
ing and other water sports. But 
common sense in following a few 
basic rules is important in avoiding 
unnecessary accidents,” said Steven 
C. Schachter, M.D. Chair of the 
Epilepsy Foundation Professional 


Advisory Board 

The Epilepsy Foundation rec- 
ommends the following safety mea- 
sures around water: 

1, Before going out in the water, 
ask the doctor whether your or 
your child’s seizures are under suf- 
ficient control to permit swimming. 

2. Swim with your child or be 
certain that another responsible 
person is in the water with her at all 
times who knows first aid for sei- 
zures. 

3. A flotation device that sup- 
ports your or your child’s head 
above water is a good idea. It’s 
especially important for children 
and, in some cases, adults with 
seizure disorders 

4. Children or adults with seizure 
disorders should never swim alone. 
Always swim with a buddy who's a 
good swimmer. 

5. Inform lifeguards and swim- 
ming teachers that you (or your 
child) have epilepsy. 

6. Don’t get over tired or too cold 
while in the water. 

7. Don't swim if you have forgot- 
ten to take your seizure medica- 
tion.. Don’t let your seizure medi- 
cations get wet. Several are known 
to lose their anticonvulsant effect 
when exposed to the water. 

9. Ifyour seizures can be brought 
on by flashing light, wear polarized 


sunglasses to reduce the flicker ef- 
fect of sunlight on the water and 
other reflective surfaces. 

If a seizure occurs in the water, 
support the individual’s head and 
keep her face out of the water. Take 
her to the shore or side of the pool 
and place her on her side. Check 
her airway. If water has been in- 
gested or breathing is labored, get 
medical treatment. 

“In addition to swimming pools, 
water presents a significant risk in 
showers and especially, in bath- 
tubs - even if there is one inch of 
water at the bottom. Never leave a 
toddler or young child with epi- 
lepsy along in the bathtub, not even 
for a moment. If you leave the 
bathroom for any reason, wrap the 
child in a towel and take him with 
you,” said Schachter. 

Over 2,000,000 Americans have 
epilepsy, a recurrent disturbance 
of the electrical activity in the brain 
which produces seizures. The Epi- 
lepsy Foundation is a nationwide 
consumer organization leading the 
fight against epilepsy through re- 
search, education, advocacy and 
service programs for individuals 
affected by seizure disorders and 
their families.

or the past three years 
that Barry Mawn has 
spent as Special Agent 


in Charge of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigations’ (FBI) Boston 
office, he has expended a lot of 
effort in cleaning up the office’s 
reputation on the heels of the 
James “Whitey” Bulger/Steve 
“Rifleman” Flemmi case. 

“Because of some of the neg- 
ative publicity we’ve had,” 
Mawn said, “we look for ways to 
get out into the community.” 

Evidently Mawn, a native of 
Woburn, has done a good job for 
he has been named as the 
Special Agent in Charge of the 
New York City office. A job that 
will also place him as the 
Assistant Director of the FBI. 

The transfer could be the cul- 
mination of a 28 year career for 
the 54 year-old father of six. He 
was officially named to the post 
in April but has spent the last 
two months between the two 
offices doing clean-up work on 
cases in Boston. 

“The mandatory retirement 
age is 57,” Mawn said. “It could 
be extended on a yearly basis, 
but that is not done a lot.” 

However, some local law 
enforcement officials think that 
Mawn may have a good shot at 
becoming Director if Louis 
Freeh, the current head of the 
Bureau retires later this year. 
This thought could be in praise 
of all the work that Mawn has 
done for the Boston office.

through the Law Enforcement 
Executive Development Seminar 
program and business people 
receive a civilian FBI training 
course through the five week 
Citizen's Academy. 

During the Academy, the 
attendees receive five nights of 
training and get to spend a day 
at the FBI pistol range. 

“I’ve been very happy with 
the Citizen's Academy,” Mawn 
said. 

However, he was very humble 
about it, as it took the prompt- 
ing of a public relations person 
to get it mentioned at the end of 
almost an hour and a half of 
interview for this story. 

According to Mawn, about 20- 
25 people are accepted into the 
course and they cut across the 
spectrum of all types of profes- 
sional people. Some people 
attending the course presently 
into its third week are doctors, 
social workers and media peo- 
ple. 

“It is extremely well 
received,” Mawn said. 

The course is taught by the 
agents in the FBI office, and 
Mawn notes they spend a lot of 
time in its preparation. In addi- 
tion, the agents have also 
responded to requests by com- 
munity organizations to provide 
an abbreviated one night course 
covering various aspects of how 
they perform their work. 

It was also noted that Mawn 
has been responsible for the suc- 
cess of the Boston office’s 
Adopt-A-School program. In this 
case the focus is on the Gavin 
School in South Boston and the 
agents go to the school to inter-

“A 
former agent has been indicted 
on RICO (Racketeer Influenced 
and Corrupt Organizations Act) 
charges.” 

According to Mawn, the FBI 
is accountable for the alleged 
crimes committed by these peo- 
ple. Because of this, one of 
Mawn’s first tasks was to 
request that the Attorney 


General of the United States 
establish a special task force to 
investigate any possible wrong- 
doing. 

Mawn’s reasoning for persu- 
ing the clean-up of the office, 
“We still have our job to do. A 
lot of the job is being in the 
information business and we 
need people to come to us. 

“We continue to work toward 
the public having trust and con- 
fidence in us. I think we've been 
successful in that.”

“The proposal for the new fire 
station on South Street hit a few 
bumps in the road at the 
Planning Board before it was 
approved,” notes the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“The proposal is to construct 
a new fire station, said Richard 
Cuoco, the plan's developer. 
‘The existing building will 
remain in place until the new 
building is up and running.’ The 
projected cost is about $1.2 mil- 
lion and involves 2.28 acres. 

“He said the new building has 
approximately 7,200 square feet 
of space and includes a commu- 
nity meeting room. However, 
there will not be an ambulance 
at the site in the near future, 
although they hope to have one 
at some point. 


“The project is designed so 
that emergency [first] response 
vehicles will exit from the west- 
erly side onto Main Street,’ said 
Mr. Cuoco, He said the other 
emergency vehicles will exit at 
the northeasterly entrance onto 
Main Street 

“The new fire station propos 
es to have sixteen parking 
spaces on the south side of the 
building and seven on the north 
side. The water runoff direction 
is to the south toward the rear of 
the building and onto the deten- 
tion pond. Mr. Cuoco said that 
the detention pond is capable of 
handling the two, five, fifty and 
one hundred year stormwater 
runoff 

“The station features a long 
driveway so that when the emer- 
gency apparatus returns from 
an incident, they can pull in and 
back into the bays,’ Mr. Cuoco 
said. He said that they’ve also 
provided a curb pullout for fif- 
teen minute parking so that peo- 
ple unfamiliar with the area can 
park and ask for directions withe 
out interfering with emergency 
response...”

eliminating the need to isolate 
and treat individual hair, as is 
done with traditional electroly 
sis.
